James Ruegg has been unable 
to work for a month and a half, 
because of a condition he's 
had since he was very young. 

When he was three-years- 
old, the Crystal Beach resident 
was diagnosed with Type 1 
Diabetes and under his moth¬ 
er's supervision, his life 
revolved around maintaining 
his sugar levels. 

His condition grew much 
worse when he was 13-years- 
old, when he ended up with 
Diabetic Ketoacidosis (DKA), a 
life-threatening condition, and 
slipped into a coma. 

He was eventually healthy 
enough to return home and in 
2008 he was once again admit¬ 
ted to Intensive Care for ten 

Following his release, he 
developed Diabetic 

Retinopathy and started losing 
his eyesight.

"We are very blessed that 
the government is covering 
the cost of the surgery, includ¬ 
ing the hospital stay and anes¬ 
thesia. However, we are 
responsible for paying for the

Local Fort Erie artist Lisa 
Iris, in collaboration with 
Indie Goes software, created 
and launched a new App for 
the mobile and desktop 
markets called Crystal 
Wind. 

The Crystal Wind Oracle is 
a means to observe your 
mind and reflect on your 
heart. Its messages and 
imagery encourage you to 
access your inner wisdom. 

Iris, who attended York 
University, came back to her 
roots in Fort Erie about four 
and a half years ago and 
joined the Fort Erie Arts 
Council, seeking Canadian 
websites as a venue for her 
artwork. While searching 
she came across Crystal 
Wind who was enthusiastic 
about her art and created a 
website for her. 

They wanted to collabo¬ 
rate using her artwork to 
create a deck of tarot cards 
using her paintings, but 
instead took a leap forward 
and made an App, which Iris 
says is a lot of fun. 

It’s a combination of Iris’s 
artwork and Antonio 
DeLiberato’s writings. 
DeLiberato is the CEO of 
Crystal Wind. 

Iris said the App is unique 
because the artwork was 
created on canvas, not from 
a digital print or software. 
There are a total of 44 cards 
in the deck.

To paraphrase a previous 
letter to the Editor in the 
September 15th, 2012 edi¬ 
tion of The Times, my family 
and I are now the unlucky 
ones who may be living 
about 200 metres from the 
proposed Wireless 
Communications Tower to 
be located adjacent to our 
property on Dominion 

Unfortunately for us and 
our neighbors, the Town of 
Fort Erie voted against locat¬ 
ing this cell phone tower on 
municipal property located 
on Nigh Road, 300 metres 
from Centralia Avenue. By 
doing so it has allowed the 
applicant, Fontur 

International, to apply to 
erect their tower on private 


property located in a more 
southern location from the 
original site. 

The cell phone tower car¬ 
rier is Wind Mobile, the big¬ 
gest of a new crop of cell 
phone carriers to expand 
their networks into our com¬ 
munity. They are the first 
fully foreign-owned carrier 
in Canada, and are con¬ 
trolled by Orascom Telecom 
Holdings which is based in 
Egypt. 

Fontur Int’l., their consul¬ 
tant, has identified gaps in 
service for their client in the 
area around Nigh Road and 
Stonemill Road.
